“For the Lord Himself shall 
descend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the 
archangel, and with the trump 
of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first.” 1 Thes. 4:16. 

This beyond question is one 
of the most important events 
in all the world’s history. Its 
importance is _ especially_em- 
phasized by the Lord coming 
Himself. 

When important issues are at 
stake in national affairs great 
problems to be solved and 
agreements reached, for the 
perpetuation of peace and pros- 
perity among the nations, some- 
times special representatives are 
selected, or special commissions 
appointed for the important task 
to sit in international confer- 
ences but when still greater and 
more iniportant matters are in- 
volved on which hangs the fu- 
ture destiny and prosperity of 
the nation, the king or supreme 
ruler himself will go. 


On this event rests the per- 
petuation of life, the future hap- 
piness of all of Adam’s race, 
and the final and complete re- 
demption of our bodies and the 
future glory of the triune God. 
Surély this is one of the most 
important occasions ever 
dreamed of. We are truly glad 
that the Lord Himself will de- 
scend at this important time. 


In the text just referred to we 
observe that there are three dis- 
tinct voices: the shout of God, 
the voice of the archangel, and 
the trump of God. In which of 
these three voices is the resur- 


archangel. The tone of an arch- 
angel’s voice is not strong 
enough to reach and wake the 
dead. An angel’s arm cannot 
snatch us from the grave, 
neither can legions of angels 
confine us_ there. Angels 
have always had a special in- 
terest in humanity. They shout- 
ed and the morning stars sang 
together while the Lord was 
vu Milding our earthly home. On 
velvet snowy wings, with mes- 
sages of love and mercy, they 
have beaten the air lines be- 
tween heaven and earth to 
minister to the saints of earth. 
They are more familiar with the 
milky way ‘and the paths of the 
sky than we are to the dusty 
roads of the earth. They 
have been ministering spirits 
and have hovered around 
at times when danger was near. 
No doubt they have whispered 
to us from eternity. 

Many times when the strug- 
gles of life were so hard, in the 
hour of discouragement, they 
have cheered us. They have ac- 
companied the spirits of our 
loved ones to the paradise above 


while we with sad hearts laid 
their bodies beneath the sod. 
Surely when this important 
time shall come their interests 
in us will be so recognized that 


| they will be called to witness the 


triumph of the saints of earth. 
This must be the purpose in the 
voice of the archangel to sum- 
mons the angel host under His 
command to witness the scene. 


The trump of God is the third 
voice named, but the power of 
the resurrection is not in this, 
for this will be heard after the 
dead have risen. The ancient 
use of the trumpet was to as- 
semble the multitude. The 
trump of God will call the 
millions together into one place 
while the voice of the archangel 
will assemble the hosts of heav- 
en. 


THE SHOUT OF GOD is the 
voice and power that shall 
awake the dead. “Marvel not 
at this: for the hour is coming, 
in the which all that are in the 
graves shall hear his voice and 
shall come forth; they that have 
done good unto the resurrection 
of life; and they that have done 
evil, unto the resurrection of 
damnation.” John 5:28, 29. 


Men express their highest 
enthusiasm with a shout. The 
shout of an advancing army is 
something indescribable. It 
thrills the entire being, but then 
an advancingarmy, buttheshout 
will be heard, not the shout of 
of God. What does it mean? Hag 
the magnitude of the occasion 
thrown the whole universe into 
excitment?
